Nor can 
they maintain themselves there 
except by a policy of murder and 
rapine. Witness Russia. Stalin 
must send a dozen or so promi¬ 
nent citizens to the firing squad 
each morning before breakfast in 
order to bol=ter up his courage 
and satisfy his ego. To the an¬ 
swer, "we wouldn’t do It th=it 
way here," must be stated, des¬ 
potism knows no nationality. 

The vast majority of the popu¬ 
lation of the United States wishes 
to retain our country as it is. 
They know full well that for 300 
vears our system has bred pa¬ 
tience, tolerance, kindliness, good 
will, love for our neighbors and 
our fellow men, interest in his 
welfare as well as our own, and 
they know also that dictatorships 
are maintained only by selfish 
ambition, hate, ill will, slavery, 
death.
